• shall be fined hot more than $2,000 
and forfeit his office. His sureties are

OH IH3URAHCE LAW 


Labot is much exercised by the rui­ 
ng ot Common Pleas Judge Thomas 
M 
Bigger, of Franklin county, that 
the state industrial com m ission can­ 
not act in a case where dam ages or 
a com pensation aw ard is applied fol­ 
io an injured w orkm en em ployed by 
a firm, man or corporation which has 
not taken advantage of 
the 
w ork­ 
m an s com pensation act. 
The court 
holds that it is for the courts to say 
w hether or not com pensation shall be 
allowed the injured employe. U nder 
this holding, it becomes necessary for 
the employe to prove that the injury 
did not result from his own negli­ 
gence. 
The law 
sayS he does not 
have to prove tins, but Judge Bigger 
holds this part of the net invalid 
If 
the higher courts affirm this 
view, 
labor will work for curative legisla­ 
tion.
